never equalled;by an explora- 
tion in the past, members of 


the Byrcl Antarctic Expedition Jiave 
emerged from, their winter quar- 
ters, like bears leaving their liber- 
nation, and are trekking rapidly to- 
ward the mountains lyin,g between 
Little America and the Pole., Be- 
hind them are the dark winter 
days, when temperatures of from 
forty to seventy below zero- ruled 
constant and when 
confinement 


within the buildings or tunnels of 
the encampment was the immuta- 
ble rule. From now until the time 
of return in March, however, con- 
stant watch must be maintained to 
anticipate and dig in for the storms 
which will send the mercury to the 
bottom of the thermometer. 


Supplies for the seven caches, to 


be laid down between Little Amer- 
ica and tne mountain ranges to be 
spanned by plane, are being trans- 
ported by dog team, tractor and 
Snowmobile. While Spring is on 
the way and temperatures during 
the day may go as high as freezing 
or slightly above, a distinct chill 
sets in at night despite the sun. 
When sleeping, dogs and men bury 
themselves in the snow. They are 
so clothed, moreover, that no 
change, however sudden, can catch 
them unawares. 


The big problem has been the 


readiness for th e southern trek. 


motor equipment, just as were the 
gas engine's,'which fan the gener- 
ators for radio and light during the 
winter. A sudden ollzzard permits 
of no time to attend the motors as 
all hands must look out -for them- 
selves. Anticipating just such con- 
tingencies, therefore, Commander 
Byrd, before setting out for Antarc- 
tica, placed the problem of anti- 
freeze protection in the hands of 
American laboratories. Extensive 
experiment* developed a liquid, 
prestone, which, Commander Byrd 
was assured, when equally mixed 
with water, would prevent forma- 
tion of solid ice in his motor en- 
gines down to fifty-eight degrees 
helow zero. It was this which was 
used in the partially exposed gen- 
erator engines throughout the win- 
ter, and which now protects the 
transport. 


No Colder Than Northern U. S. 
Seventy below zero, which is the 


lowest temperature encountered by 
the Byrd Expedition, exceeds by but 
three degrees the record cold in 
the United States established at 
Copper River, Montana, within re- 
cent years. The readings of from 
fifteen to forty below which pre- 
vailed at Little America during the 
winter just ended are not material- 
ly morfe severe than the January 
and 
February 
temperatures 
of 


northern Maine, Adirondack, New 
York; northern Michigan" and the 


Canadian Frontier States almost to 
the Pacific Coast. 


During these months, in fact fifty 


and sixty below are not uncommon 
thei-mometer 
points in western 


North Dakota and eastern Montana. 
Such periods, however, are seldom 
sustained for more than ten days 
or two weeks at the Tnost. In Ant 
arctica, on the other hand, fifteen 
below zero has meant comparative, 
warmth, being occasioned by north- 
erly winds. 


The southveard trek gives mem- 


bers of the expedition their first 
opportunity in months to get out in 
the opan. During the winter they 
were required to remain indoors 01 
within the communication tunnels 
For their quarters were maintained 
,at about sixty-five degrees abovi 
zero—approximately the same ai 
the average American home in win 
ter. To step out-of-doors, therefore 
to a temperature of forty beiow 
would involve a change of aboti 
one hundred degrees, sufficient t 
occasion a distinct shock. 


A bgacon light was kept burnin; 


at the top of the radio tower at al 
times. For, in the sudden and se 
vere storms to which Antarctica i 
subject, it is sometimes impossible 
for a man to see more than thre- 
feet. Instances have been knowi 
where members of explorins partie: 
have frozen to dealh within ths 
distance of shelter without beint 
able to find it.

Sunday School Lesson for. Dec 
22. Christian Obligations 
to 


Childhood. Luke 2:8-20. 


By WM. E. GILROY, D. D. 


Editor of The Congregatipnalist 


The lesson theme as stated is 


the topic for young people and 
adults. The general lesson title, 
-The Child 
in a 
Christian 


World," is a little broader and 
simpler, and it suggests the con- 
sideration of the whole theme 
from the child's standpoint as 
well as from the standpoint of 
older folks. 


The text of the lesson in the 


beautiful story of Mary, the child 
Jesus, and the shepherds, is sug- 
gestive rather than specific in its 
application. It suggests first of 
all the supreme importance of 
the child, not from any therreti- 
cal attitude" toward childhood, 
but simply from the practical 
standpoint of the life forces in- 
herent in a babe. It might well 
iuduce in any thoughtful person 
a reverent attitude toward a 
new-born babe when he consid- 
ers all the possibilities of future 
development, and 
power for 


good or for evil, that are found 
in that little life. 


The artist has portrayed the 


infant Jesus in the manger with 
a halo of glory around His hea'd, 
but it is doubtful whether the 
shepherds say any such manifes- 
taion. The awe and wonder tha', 
they brought to the infant Christ 


were born of mystery. Had they 
not been devout men, mindful of 
all the marvelous things in God's 
economy, they would not -have 
been so ready to bring their 
tribute to a new-born babe. They 
showed in the very act 
their 


freedom from narrowness 
and 


their teachableness. 


Child Often Disregarded 


Contrast with their , simple 


wonder and adoration 'of 
the 


child the spirit of those who re- 
buked the mothers who brought 
their little children to Jesus that 
He should bless them. Here was 
the spirit that, unfortunately, has 
been more representative of the 
world. Even its educators arid its 
professed Christian leaders have 
in practice, if not in theory, too 
often 
disregarded .the 
child. 


Their whole ministry has been 
conceived of for adults, and it is 
only in relatively -recent times 
that the Church has ever begun 
adequately to see and to perform 
its responsibilities toward the 
young. 


Possibly Christian people have 


formerly left much of the deal- 
ing with the young to the indi- 
vidual home, and the parents will 
always be the most important 
factors in 
dealing with 
the 


young. But it would seem as fit- 
ting to leave all the education of 
the young to home and parent's 
without any attempt to develop 
public schools as to suggest that 
all religious and moral instruc- 


tion should be on the part- of 
lome and parents with no pro- 
vision for education and guid- 
ance in the moral and religious 
sphere similar to that in public 
school life. 


When Robert Raikes began the 


first Sunday school the marvel 
was that that-institution should 
lave been an innovation. The 
Sunday school or Church school 
has justified its place and mis- 
sion, but even with the large de- 
elopment of religious education 
he Christian world lags far be- 
hind in the fulfillment of its re- 
sponsibilities and the acceptance 
of its privileges. 


Moral Training Difficult 


The problem of moral and re- 


igious education has, of course, 
ts very difficult aspects, due to 
he religious sectionalism whicn 
characterizes the 
community 


and to the convictions or preju- 
dices which make wide 
and 


general coroperation almost <im-

possible. Perhaps with the prog- 
ress of the world toward empha- 
sis upon the cardinal virtues w

Charles is such a perfect example that he. de- 
serves attention. Unfortunately, he is not the 
only man oh earth who wants to solve modern 
problems by methods that proved unworkable

The Fascist State, through the 


Ministry of Education, is to take

one stroke would take under its 
wing between 5,000,000 and 10,- 
000,000 youths. It would change 
fundamentally its whole method 
of education. 


Signor Maggie proposes 'that 


the government group a certain 
number of factories and shops 
to all industries. They would be 
run as before, with the exception 
that each would have to provide 
instructive work for a specified 
number of boys. 


These boys would leave gram- 


mar school at the age of elevefl 
or twelve. Then would follow 
four or five years of vocational 
training in the combined techni- 
cal school and workshlp. 


At the end of that time the 


state would give examinations, 
run on the same order as the 
tests for doctors, lawyers and ac- 
countants. If the boy passed, he 
would be given a trade diploma. 


Boys destined for the profes- 


sions would be permitted .to go 
through the grammar schodl 
without being deflected .into 
training for a trade. They Would 
as now, go from the grammar 
school to the gymnasium, liceo 
and university. This new system 
will make it necessary for-the 
boy to make ;up his mind at an 
early age as to what he wishes to 
do later in life. 


How many remember the 


"Chain Gang" way back in 1881? 
This form of athletics was intro- 
duced, to gratify an honest de- 
sire of offenders to pay fines for 
which the athlete was short. I 
remember Andy Stiffler, as 'one 
of the custodians of that valiant 
band of delinquents, whose prffi- 
cipal occupation was making "fit- 
tie stones out of large dries, in 
the vacant space near the jail. 
Thfe ball-and-chain is now a re- 
lic of the past and it is doubtful, 
in fact It Jias long been demonj- 
-strated, that cruelty and,d£-. 
grading treatment of prisoners, 
tends to lower the scale of self 
respect in any one no matter 
what-the offense. The example 
is contagious and breeds a spirit 
of revenge, in the one thus pun- 
ished, which is almost always 
demoralizing. I remember sev- 
eral-who were lucky (?) enough 
in that day to receive diplomas 
from the. stone piles but their 
names will neter appear in "Re- 
miniscences" for I have no use 
for the "ghoul" who fattens on 
human misfortune. I could "a 
tale unfold, that carion crows, in 
human form, would d.elight to 
feast on, but the result of pub- 
lishing such filthy "news" has 
been tried in RushvUie, with dis- 
astrous results.
